the front reported, 

Despite the stiffening Nazi op- 
position, marked by a thwarted 
counterattack in one sector, to 
night’s Soviet communique said 
Red forces continued their advance 
during the day and occupied sey- 
eral more places. It listed 21 Ger- 
man planes destroyed yesterday 

seven Soviet losses. 

The midday communique said So- 
viet forces had driven the enemy 
from two important localities and 
destroyed several Nazi firing posi- 
tions and defense works, but did 
not announce the specific zones of 
fighting. 

(The British radio reported 
“heavy fighting is taking place 
immediately east and west of 
Rzhev” and said the Russians have 
completely encircled the Germans 
still holding out in the city. Rzhev, 
above Vyazma on the central! front, 
is an important defense position in 
the Nazi line. It is about 150 miles 
northeast of Smolensk and 140 
miles southeast of the Valdai Hills, 
where a fierce battle was reported 
raging Friday.)

Eatly Fear of Vargas. 

At the beginning of this war 
there were doubts in many minds 
in the United States as to whether 
it would be safe to give too much 
help to Brazil. When Vargas in 
1937 dissolved his congress and 
took the Government into his own 
hands “for the safety of the state” 
he was accused of bringing Euro- 
pean totalitarianism to the new 
world. Warnings went abroad that 
sooner or later Vargas would be- 
tray democracy. 

Vargas at that: time denied he 
was copying from anybody's book. 
He eaid he centralized the Govern- 
ment because his people were too 
poorly developed to govern them- 
selves. 

Since then Brazil has moved 
slowly closer and closer to the 
United States. It sponsored the 
plan for American control of for- 
eign colonies in the new world, 
adopted at the Hanava confer- 
ence. It clamped down on its Ger- 
man population, which included 
drilled and armed Storm Troopers. 
It seized Axis ships interned in 
Brazilian ports by the war. It 
asked for United States Army, 
Navy and air missions to develop 
co-operative defenses. It grounded 
German airlines within Brazil and 
the Italian Lati- Line across the 
South Atlantic to Europe. It agreed 
to sell all its host of vital war ma- 
terials to the United States, and to 
expand production of those ma- 
terials. It closed Axis propaganda 
agencies. — : 

Brazil’s Industrial Rise.

Our residence here is a villager’s 
loghouse just outside the monas- 
tery’s white walls, which are cir- 
cumscribed by a high barbed-wire 
fence.

We are guests 
here of the “Administration of War 
Prisoners and Internees, 
Talk to Prisoners.

Ordinarily, it is done by loosening 
the main bolt holding up the gen- 
erator, which can be dropped a 
couple of inches to free the old 
belt, if it still remains behind the 
fan. You then bring the belt out 
by looping it under and in front 
ef the fan blades.

most car manufacturers will begin 
to talk torque instead of horse- 
power. 

“Horsepower is an engineering 
term which is a hangover from 
steam engine days,” Willace says. 
“Horsepower is largely a measure 
of the energy developed. If a 
steam engine turns up ten horse 
power, it gets ten horsepower at 
any given moment by barely open- 
ing the throttle. In a gasoline en- 
gine, to get horsepower, the engine 
has to be running. In a steam 
engine energy is stored up — al- 
ways on tap—but in a gasoline en- 
gine there must be explosions to 
produce power. In a gasoline en- 
gine when you close the throttle 
you stop the engine, whereas in a 
steam engine when you close the 
throttle you merely store up 
energy. In a gasoline engine you 
have to increase the speed of the 
engine to get more horsepower. 

“What we're really interested in 
as car owners is not horsepower, 
but how much power the engine 
delivers to the driving wheels. The 
engineering term that describes 
that is ‘torque’ — the twisting or 
turning .effort that an engine ex- 
erts which is converted into driv- 
ing motion at the-wheels. 

“If you doubled the horsepower 
in a gasoline engine, you would/ 
not necessarily double the torque. 
In fact, there is a point when 
torque becomes less, rather than 
increases. As speed goes up, fric- 
tion increases, and that lessens the 
amount of torque which the engine 
can deliver.”

“There is no doubt,” says Crow 
on the question of authenticity, 
“that the conference was held in 
Manchuria at the time stated and 
that its purpose was to draw up & 
program of policy for Japan to fol- 
low in China and especially in 
Manchuria and Mongolia. It would 
have been a most extraordinary 
thing for a conference of that sort 
to be held without embodying the

At the time of the conference in 
1927, the South Manchuria Railway 
had been developed to a high de- 
gree as a force for economic pen- 
etration. The railway company 
controlled many related trade ac- 
tivities, but Baron Tanaka com- 
plained that a different type of 
management was necessary if the 
railway company was to fulfill its 
politico-military mission. 
Moreover, he told his Emperor 
in the document, it was essential 
to build railway lines penetrating 
into North Manchuria to tap the 
great irom, coal and shale oil re- 
serves to be found there. Man- 
churia and Mongolia must be made 
the Belgium of the Far East, the 
memorial states, with Japan's wars 
fought out..there. rather than in 
Japan proper. Railways to be built 
in Manchuria, he pointed out, 
would open up fabulously rich re- 
sources,

Serious shortages threaten. in 
metals which must be imported. 
Virtually our whole supply of chro- 
mium has come from the Philip- 
panes.

zil for our imports of Manganese, 
essential in manufacture of steel. 
Tungsten, also used in steel, has 
come largely from ,Asia, a consid- 
erable portion of it from China, 
and an insufficient stock pile 
makes conservation of this now 
precious metal imperative. Our 
industrial -system is so complex 
that it is impossible to say where 
such shortages—in materials the 
average individual never reckons 
with—will hit next, 


War Drafts Alcohol. 


The first hard liquor casualty 
of the war was rum, the manu- 
facture of which was prohibited 
after Jan. 15 in order to divert 
the molasses from which it was 
made to the making of ethyl aico- 
hol. Ethyl alcohol is essential for 
smokeless powder and in other mu- 
nitions processes, Wood alcohol 
as an anti-freeze for automobiles 
also was ruled out. The use of 
ethyl alcohol has been greatly re- 
stricted in toilet waters, mouth 
washes and hair tonics. 

More recently 60 per cent of the 
nation’s distillers were ordered to 
convert their plants to the making 
of industrial alcohol, Making in- 
dustria] alcohol of grain would 
help to compensate for the sugar 
shortage, it wag pointed out. It is 
not likely, however, that there will 
be a shortage of hard liquor since 
whisky reserves were reported re- 
cently to be sufficient for at least 
five years.

There 
should be a sufficient supply of 
basic foods, if waste is curtailed. 

' ‘As Tires Wear Out. 

When you~ consider shortages, 
inevitably you come back to rub- 
ber. It. is estimated that 
tires now on the 28 million passen- 
ger cars in America have an aver- 
age life of 9000 miles, a figure 
which is arrived at by lumping the 
almost-worn-out’ tires on battered 
jalopies and the almost-brand-new 
white-walls on the shiny limousines. 
With all possible conservation and 
care, the end of the present year 
is going to see a great many cars 
without tires. ' 

City people may be able to .ad- 
ust to a motorless age. Even 
families living in the remoter sub- 
urbs may eventually obtain public 
transportation, since bus conatruc- 
tion is being given a high priority 
and there will be tires for public 
conveyances, The rubber shortage 
will hit hardest farmers and those 
who depend for their living on the 
automobile. How will perishable 
produce get to-market? What will 
happen.to the thousands and thou- 
sands of roadside stands that line 
American highways if the motor- 
ing public no ‘longer feels free to 
take cross-country motor trips? 
These and a thousand similar ques- 
tions only a doubtful future can 
answer, 

Then there is another major 
shortage which within the next 
six months is certain to make it- 
self felt in every community in the 
United States. About 20,000,000 
persons will be directly engaged in 
war production when the program 
hits ite peak, in contrast to about 
5,000,000 employed in war industries 
at the end of .'41. Add to the 
20,000,000 the announced 7,000,000 
soldiers and the men in the related 
branches of ‘the armed services 
and you have a first-class problem 
in Man power. , 

Again, this is likely to hit hard- 
est on the farms. Alre a short- 
age of farm labor has developed 
as young farm hands and farmers’ 
sons have been attracted by high 
wages in munitions industries. The

Anoth- 
er probability is a sales tax which 
may or may not exempt food and 
work clothing. Besides the pay- 
roll tax, itis possible that defense- 
bond purchaseg may be made com- 
pulsory. 

Prices are certain to rise, despite 
the price-control law, which leaves 
Wage and farm loopholes that 
make price rises more or less inev- 
itable. The rise that is taking 
place just now in the cost of living 
—at the rate of about 1 per cent a 
month—represents the narrowing 
margin between wholesale and re- 
tail prices, the former having shot 
up. earlier and faster than the lat- 
ter because retail merchants did 
not mark up prices of the goods 
still on their shelves. The next 
few months are certain to see 
widespread demands for higher 
wages from unions and from 
groups such as teachers and police- 
men who do not have union rep- 
resentation. In the face of rising 
living costs, it will be difficult to 
resist these demands. 

All this does not add up to 
cheerful news. 
in Washington take the attitude 
that it is best to be prepared for 
what is to come. Many Americans, 
they point. out, are still living un- 
der the illusion that the past as 
they have known it can be pre- 
served in the middle of a total 
war. They are due for a rude 
awakening. Many Americans have 
thought that by hoarding they 
could beat coming shortages. The 
hoarding has been vicious in that 
it has produced scarcity and higher 
prices. And, of course, it can only 
avert temporarily and for a few 
the sacrificés that all must make.

- They were alsog to penetrate 
Mongolia in Chinese disguise, 
dressed as farmers, herdsmen or 
dealers in ‘wool, The memorial 
pointed out that 19 retired Japa- 
nese officers were already living 
in the house of the reigning Mon- 
golian prince and “the daughter 
of Gen. Fukushima, Governor of 
Kwantung, risked her life among 
the barbarous Mongolian people” 
in ‘order to become chief adviser 
to the prince. 


In this connection the incident 
that led to the Japanese conquest 
of Manchuria takes on a special 
significance. The invasion was 
touched off when Chinese soldiers 
killed a Capt. Nakamura of the 
Japanese army who was traveling 
in Manchuria under a passport as 
a school teacher, Large sums of 
money were found on his person. 
Three associates were killed with 
him. This occurred July 28, 1931. 
A year later the Japanese were in 
complete control of Manchuria, 
having finished the military job 
that was laid on the economic-po- 
litical base. 

War With China, 

On July 7, 1937, just 10 years 
after the end of the Manchurian 
conference out of which the Tana- 
ka Memorial is supposed to have 
come, the illegal maneuvers at 
Lukouchiao, near Peking, precipi- 
tated the clash which led to Ja- 
pan’s undeclared war on China. 
The same Manchurian militarists 
who had attended the conference, 
says Carl Crow, were in command 
in North China when the crisis de- 
veloped into a series of major of- 
fensives against the Chinese. That 
war is still going on, with the 
Japanese determined to crush the 
last vestige of Chinese resistance, 

“Many of the ves were secret 
and many were delayed, waiting 
for an opportune moment,” says 
Crow of the years since the docu- 
ment was first given publicity.

Havoc Wrought in "Hellzapoppin" 
Is Enough but of a Familiar Sort

¥ Ole Olsen and Chic Johnson ever really set their hearts to it, they 

probably could wreck Hollywood. permanently. What they give in} 

the screen version of “Hellzapoppin,” at the Fox Theater, is only | 
a sample, contrived on a West Coast vacation and made largely of 
odds and ends from the stage “Hellzapoppin.” . Many of the screen's; 
sacred techniques have been trifled with and made ridiculous, but on 
the whole, Hollywood can breathe a thankful sigh that more didn’t 
happen. 2 : 

The greatest difference between stage and screen versions is in 
the matter of audience. In the “Hellzapoppin” that has already been 
twice to the American Theater and will return the first of March, if 
our universe lasts that long, the audience is a large part of the show. 
Much of the delight for the customer comes from being shot at, asked 
to hold a cake of ice or a washtub, from hearing a squabble between 
stooges or from dancing boomps-a-daisy in the aisle. 

But “Hellzapopyin,” at a’ movie theater, can’t have that. Washtubs 
and stepladders and dishes are occasionally given away, it is true, but 
only on regular nights and not at each of four showings daily or with 
such a drawing card as “Hellzapoppin.” As a matter of fact, the 
audience is the Great Unknown so far as Hollywood is concerned. A 
film manufacturer appreciates as little about his potential eustomers 
as a maker of candy bars or caskets, 


So in making monkey-business, Olsen and Johnson have had to do 
what they could with gags from their stage show and their purely 
ecreen stuff is only what came handy. 


Backward and Forward 
And Even Upside Down 


OR example, there’s that old trick of the newsreel men in stop- 
1 ping high divers in midair or sending them from the pool back up 

to the diving board. Ole and Chic use that. Then there’s double 
exposure and disappearing gags, as in the “Topper” pictures. Johnson's 
head and trunk move around with Olsen’s legs. Now about dialogue 
directly to the audience, such as Groucho Marx used to use at highly 
effective moments. That’s in. 


How about “process” photography? Hollywood uses that a hun- 
dred times daily, whenever it wants Paris or London or Broadway or 
the African veldt. Olsen and Johnson go in for “process” photography, 
too, permitting themselwes to appear twice in the same scene and 
talk to themselves. 

Some of the antics are purely mechanical adaptations. <A feud 
between the stars and the projectionist is carried on, the projectionist 
gets the film upside down or “out of frame,” slides are run with “Cen- 
sored” on them or telling Stinky Miller to go home, his mama wants 
him. Sometimes, by process photography, savage Indians are run in, 
for absolutely insane amusement. By’ one device, Hugh Herbert 
makes lightning changes of.costume back of a tree that is only about 
six or eight inches thick. 

One bet Olsen and Johnson overlooked. With their stage produc- 
tion, as well as with their stage shows preceding “Hellzapoppin,” is 
burlesque newsreel in which Mussolini talks like Brother Andy, Hitler 
with a pronounced Semitic accent and Mahatma Gandhi like Jimmy 
Durante. The studio really should have put the European comics, at 
least, under contract for the picture,
